JAMES DAWKINS. 


James Dawkins wns born near Canter- 


bury, England, April 13, 1830. At the 
age of seven years he came with his par- 
ents to America. For the short period 
of two years they lived in New Jersev. 
In 1839 he came to Allen county, Indi- 
ana, where he continued to reside until 
his death. 


In 1852 he joined the great procession 


that journeyed westward in search of 
gold. He drove an ox-team across the 
western 
plains 
to California. After 


spending about four years in the gold 
fields, he returned to Indiana by way of 
Panama and the oceans. 


On Sept. 2, 1857, ho was joined in mar- 


riage to Harriet Rogers, of Adams town- 
ship, Allen county. To them were born 
eight children. His wife and four of 
the> children, 
namely Irene, William, 


Jane and Fred, preceded him in death a 
number of years ago. Four children arc 
still living. 
They are Addid Jlothgcl) 


'and Ellen Rothgcb, both of whom re- 
cently moved to Virginia, and Sheldon 
Dawkins and Frank Dawkins, both of 
whom still live 
near the old home. 


There is also one brother. Henry Daw- 
kins, who alone survives out of n family 
of live boys and five girls. There are 
eight grandchildren aad two great grand- 
children. 


On September 24, 1881. he enlisted in 


company D. Thirtieth Indiana, volunteer 
infantry. He was honorably discharged 
from the service on Septerr.oer 29, ISM, 
having spent a little over three years in 
the service of his country and his flag. 
Ho was a loyal and patriotic citizon, 
ever taking great delight'in recounting 
the. hardships, dangers and narrow es- 
capes of his army life, and always find- 
ing it n, noiircc of pleasure to nttend the 
annual reunions of his regiment. For a 
time he served as provost guard at Ma- 
jor McCook's headquarter!!. At Chica- 
mauga be was wounded by a saber cut 
on the arm, but not t* severely as to 
send him to the hospital. 


In 18.12 he became a member of Har- 


mony lodge, No. 19. I. 0. 0. F., of Fort 
Wayne, which wag just before his de- 
parture for California, 
After his re- 


turn ho became a charter mcmbsr of the 
New Haven lodge, to which he belonged 
at the time of his death. 


For many years he followed the voca- 


tion of farming, but. in 18R1 he entered 
the service of the Xickcl Plato railroad 
and continued In thnir employ until too 
old to do the work. After that for a 
period of two yf*rs 
he 
was target 


watchman on the 
old Miami canal. 


Since then he had not been able to 
work. 


On March 23, 11)14, after a severe ill- 


ness from heart disease of more than 
two weeks' duration, he died at the 
home of his son, Sheldon Dawkins, of 
Dawkins station, aged 
83 years, 11 


months nnd 10 dayi. His suffering dur- 
ing his last illness was quite severe, nnd 
the end was not unexpected, as hi* ph}'- 
sician had told him that his disease 
was bound to take him out of the world 
In a short time. 


By his death thn community loses ft

ENGINEERS WORK

Churchill and Sutherland 


Have Returned from 


South Bend. 


SAW ORIGINAL ROUTE 


United States Junior Engineers P. It. 


Churchill and M. R. Sutherland returned 
to their headquarters in the federal 
building this morning after having spent 
one week in the neighborhood of South 
Bend. During their stay in tho' north- 
ern port of the state they engaged in an 
overland trip along the St. Joseph river 
from 
South 
Bend to Bonton Harbor, 


traveling over the first route over pro- 
posed for a canal to connect Lake Mich- 
igan with separate Tx)dles of water 
through the northwestern part of the 
state. 


The route that they traveled orcr is 


known as the Captain Stansbury route 
of 1828, the first ever gone over for an 
army survey. It was intended to con- 
nect Lake Michigan with the Wabash 
river, but the project was tabled after a 
preliminary survey had been made un- 
der the direction of the army engineers. 


Returning from Benton Harbor the 


two engineers followed the coast line of 
Lake Michigan to Michigan City and 
from that place they went overland to 
Warsaw. Practically all of the streams 
from which.the proposed canal is to get 
ita feeder supply have their sources in 
Michigan and several gauging stations 
have been established there by Surveyor 
L. B. Glasgow and Hodman Backnus, 
both of whom remained in South Bend. 


The engineers declare South Bend to 


be the most enthusiastic city along the 
route of the canal. 
The chamber of 


commerce there fitted up office quarters 
in its building, the city furnished the en 
gineers an automobile and the engineers 
were {riven two power boats to enable 
them in their work. Mr. Churchill stated 
that one by on« leading business men 
of the city called at the headquarters in 
South Bend, offering their services in any 
manner possible. 


Late this week Mmnn. Churchill and 


Sutherland intend to return to Pouth 
Bend and will Inter visit Benton Harbor 
and Pt. .Toe, where they say the harbor 
conditions aro ideal. 
Engineer Frank 


Scholes is working along Fish river on 
water supply details and on railway 
iroblema. 


Mr. Churchill stated this morning that 


one. of the big problems encountered in 
plans for the construction of tho canal is 
tho best manner in which to cronn th<> 
railway*, and th» route will probably 
follow a territory with the least number 
of jrr»di» rrosulng* to 1x> figured in th« 
construction of the waterway. 


The work of tho engineers if now tak- 


ing on addltlonnl features and detail and 
it is said that the present staff will be 
Mmost tripled within a very short time.

But they love it, have been brought up 
to it, and' if they do cross thn border 


they will show Mexicans what real fight- 
ing is.

There ia no method that so ap- 


peals to children as the pictorial. Just 
show them the pictures, and-they will do 
nil tho talking themselves, telling whnt 
they have learned about them with very 
little, effort on ths part of the teacher. 
These pictures rolls cost but seventy-five 
cent* per quarter, the small cards twen 
ty-one cents. They are beautifully col- 
ored, and quite correct in oriental t'ca 
tures. Tf the children have been receiv- 
ing the small cards, they will delight to 
make them into books, meeting at th' 
home of the teacher or in the class room 
on a Saturday afternoon to do it. 


The Review in Junior Classes. 


Each lesson should he assigned to nn 


individual scholar a week or even two 
weeks beforehand. 
And each of them 


should he expected to eorae with the les- 
son at his tongue's end, while the class 
is ^appointed as a "committee of the 
whole" to listen most attentively and he 
ready to supply any part omitted, or cor- 
rect any false statements.
